MASONIC JURISPRU DENCE. 

TRNNESSER.—Itis the opinion of this 
Grand Lodge that no question can arise 
in a Subordinate Lodge, requiring 4 
unanimous vote, except that of balloting 
for degrees or for membership.

dier General. That makes them Prov- 
inces, governed by military Proconsuls 
or Pachas. 

» Then the law declares that the existing 
@ivil Governments are to be deemed 
merely provisional, and they are to con- 
tinue as they are, until superseded, 
changed or modified by the authority of 
the United States. By what autherity 
of the United States? Evidently by that 
which is set over them,—the Military 
authority. The Provisional Govern- 
ments are merely instruments of the 
military chief, for his convenience. 
There cannot be an imperium in imperio. 
And we believe that the different eom- 
manders do possess, if Congress had the 
power to confer them, a// the preroga- 
tives that they have claimed and exer 

cised. We have no doubt that the Radi- 
cal majority in Congress meant to give 
them all the powers they have exercised, 
and to make each C "sak in his Procon- 
sulate, withholding only the power of 
life and death.

N. Cayce upon this duty both of 
respect to the dead,to the teelings of their 
mourning friends, and to our town, Dr. J. N. 
Powell meved that a committee be appointed 
by the chairman to report stuitanile res lutions) 
embodying the t+st pian for carrying out the 
object of tne meeting; whereupon the foilow- 
ing gentiemen were appointed on the commlilt- 
tee : Mesars. DN. Cuyce, R. W. Price, J. M. 
Coman, Dr J. ™. Davis A. T. Mathews, Dr. J. 
A. Powell, J.C. Hollman, Col. J. lL.. Moore and 
A. W. Patterson. 

On motion of Maj. Corman, the Chairman of 
the meeting was made Chairman of the eaont- 
mittee, and (ol. R W. Price was elected Treas. 
urer t» receive and disburse all funds used for 
purpose. 

At an adjourned meeting at 8 Oclock p.m... 
the committee reported the followlnuy resolu. 
tions: 

Resolved, That we believe it to De the duty of 
ali good ci! zensto respect their Dead by giv inga 
decent interment to their remains in suitable 
grounds consecrated to that purpore: and 
whereas, there are about two hundred Con. 
federate Soldiers, of whom four-fifths are Mjs- 
sourians, buried on private property near the 
botel aud at various places within the corpo- 
rate limits of Iuka, 

Resolved, That we desire to have them re- 
moved and iuterred tn the Shac srove Ceme- 
tery, bear the southeast corner of the town ef 
laka, already consecrated asa burial eroond. 

That Dr. Wm M. Wi lsow be anid ta 
hereby auithorized,'o remove and inter them 
in Shady Grove Cemetery as speedily as possi- 
ble, aceording to the following spec’ fications, 
viz: The remains of each one to be placed in a 
plain box, of saitable length, width and depth, 
made of new plank, and that sma!! bead ana 
foot Doafos bearing such inecripti.ns as he 
ma obtain to mark their final resting piece. 

Resolved, That the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars willbe a fair and first consideration to he 
paid for said removal and interment. and that 
Dr. Wm. M. Willson be, and is hereby author- 
ized, to coliect said amount by private sub- 
scription, or by soliciting donations from the 
publicin any jan: er most expedit ous to the 
completion of tee work; and that all funds 
must be first directed and paid to the Treas. 
urer,Co!l.K W. to be by him :eceived 
and id over to said Willson as fast ax eol- 
lected, wotil the full amount of one thousand 
dollars has been paid him for said work. 

Resolved, That as the good citizens of luka 
bave been very liberal in attending on the 
sick and wounded in hospital and in burying 
the dead, that we selic't from our friends else. 
where pecublary aid for defray ing the eX pebdses 
of t’ ia wor®. 

Resolved, That we regard Dr. Wm. M. Willson 
a high toned Christian gentemen, and hereby 
eord ally ,»ecommend bimto the kK nd attention 
and consideration of all whom he may visit or 
communicate with in his effort to raise funds 
for this laudable purpose. 

Resolved, That a copy of the preceedings of 
this meeting be forwarded to the Iluka, Mem- 
phis and St. Louls paper, with the request for 
pablication, whieh wore unanimously adopted.
